Trade.—The Oversea imports during October were valued at £3,420,738, 
and show an increase of £174,902, or 5:4 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for four months was 
£12,586,423, an increase of £555,231, or 4:6 per cent., in comparison 
with the figures for 1915. 

The Oversea exports during October amounted to £4,335,913, being 
an increase of £322,115, or 8 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the four months, July to 
October, there was a decrease of £3,517,614, or 22-7 per cent., com- 
pared with the same period for 1915.

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Public Finances,—The Public Accounts for October show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,500,246, or £16,000 less than in October 
of last year. During the four months ended 31st October, the revenue 
was £5,863,688, being £243,325, or 4:3 per cent., more than in the 
corresponding period of the last financial year,

On the 31st October, 1916, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
‘in debit to the amount of £1,863,221. 


Savings Banks.—The latest returns show that at the 30th September, 1916, 
there were 825,344 depositors, having £37,466,046 on deposit. This 
showed an increase of £102,774 in deposits during the quarter. The 
ayerage amount on deposit was £45 7s, 1ld. per depositor, or £20 per 
head of population. 


Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals exported from New South 
Wales during the third quarter of 1916 amounted to £3,000,255, and 
during the first nine months to £7,131,154, which show increases of 
£233,558 and £744,089, respectively, as compared with the correspond- 
ing periods of last year. The output of silver-lead, concentrates, cc., 
exhibits an increase of £407,038 during the nine months, but zine 
concentrates declined in value to the extent of £66,188. The exports 
of tin (ingots, ore, and concentrates) represent an increase of 881 tons 
and £185,122 in value, and copper, obtained largely from matte, &c., 
imported from other States, also discloses an augmented production of 
‘75 tons, and £622,026 in value, due to enhanced prices. In the coal 
trade, the exports are on a diminished scale, and exhibits comparative 
decreases of 774,505 tons and £403,909 in value. 


The gold yield during October was 8,074 oz. crude, equal to 7,566 oz. 
fine, valued at £32,138, and showed an increase of 1,174 oz. fine, and 
£4,986 in value, compared with October of last year. The value of gold 
produced during the ten months was £317,189, and showed a decrease 
of 32,019 oz. fine, and £136,006 in alee; in the figures for the 
corresponding period of last year. 
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Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in October, 1916, prices were 30°6 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914, 2-4 per cent. lower than in October, 1915, and 0°8 per 
cent. lower than in the preceding month, September, 1916. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
October, 1916, 64:1 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 2°5 per cent. 
higher than in October, 1915, and 1:3 per cent. lower than in September, 
1916. Potatoes, onions, butter, bacon and ham increased in price, 
while jam, eggs and cheese declined. 


Mutton was slightly cheaper than in the previous month, but beef 
prices were practically unaltered.

Land Selections.—During October, 66 applications were made for 44,429 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 65,408 acres, representing 
535 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 1,006, and the area applied for 
558,360 acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement 
since the Ist January is 1,523,757 acres, representing 2,761 blocks. 


Meteorology.—A continuance of the moist conditions of the previous month 
was experienced during October, when copious rains were recorded 
generally, and the averages exceeded in almost every part of the State. 
At some stations, particularly in the South Coast and Southern High- 
lands, the falls were considerable. The only districts of New South 
Wales in which a deficiency occurred during the month were, the 
Northern Tablelands, part of the North Coast, and a small area between 
the Darling and Lachlan Rivers, but the shortages were unimportant. 


The temperatures were affected by the prevailing rainy and cloudy 
conditions, and were, on the whole, rather below the average for the 


middle of spring. 
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Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—October, 1916.—The births regis- 


tered numbered 1,848, equal to 29°06 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 969 were males and 879 females. The rate is 0:2 per cent. above 
the average of the previous five years. 


The deaths numbered 676, namely, 378 males and 298 females, equal 
to a rate of 10°63 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is 1:6 
per cent. above the average of the previous five years. The deaths 
were above the average in all age groups except under 1 year. 

The infantile mortality was 56 per 1,000 births, being 5 per cent. 
below the average for October of the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 


Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
October, 296 new buildings. The total for the ten months, January to 
October, was 4,485, as compared with 5,319 during the corresponding 
period of 1915.
